The Cooperative Way 
of Doing Business 


(Part Two) 


There are four ways of organizing a business — 
two monopolistic and two competitive. The mono- 
polies are government ownership and government 
control. The two private-enterprise methods are: as 
profit-making companies or as cooperatives. 

Cooperatives are voluntary, democratic non-profit 
organizations.

The attention of every resident should be focused on 
the conference on education at the High School Nov. 5. 
This should be particularly true of all men and women 
who have children in school now. 

For the conference, divided into eight panel sessions, 
will cover most of the main topics which concern parents. 
And these will also provide ample information for those 
who -do not have youngsters in school, but who help to 
pay the cost of education locally. 

We must confess that it is difficult to predict how many 
individuals will avail themselves of this opportunity to 
find out what makes the school system tick — for we have 
often believed that some specific area of town affairs 
would bring out a large crowd, only to be proven wrong. 
There should be many hundreds of persons at the con- 
ference, of that we are certain. 

In a community that prides itself on having an excellent 
school system, there should be no heel-dragging by any 
resident when it comes time to get better acquainted with 
that system. 


Thus we urge every education-minded person to attend 
the conference. To make it a little easier on the school 
officials who handle the program, we'd also suggest that 
postal cards indicating the individual interest be sent to 
the school department office in the Central School build- 
ing prior to the fifth. 


Why Re-open The Issue? 


In the ‘‘Letters to the Editor’? columns this week is a 
note drawing attention to the controversy surrounding the 
negative decision on Sidney P. White’s request for permis- 
sion to install a six-inch sewer in Andover st. 

The amount of public interest in this application has 
amazed many persons. Apparently a considerable number 
were waiting to find out whether Mr. White would receive 
an exception from the declared policy of the town, when 
others have not. 

Our letter writer makes a good point — one almost, in 
our opinion, sound enough to make the granting of the 
permission desirable. He claims that special advantage 
should be given, because this is a commercial venture 
that will return tax dollars to the town. It’s a known fact 
that several members of the Board of Selectmen agreed 
with this philosophy and were ready to vote for the 
smaller-than-planned sewer line. 

But then town counsel ruled that the sewer, if under an 
accepted way, becomes the property of the town. No con- 
tract, no matter how it was drawn, could relieve the town 
of its responsibility for maintenance of the line. Also re- 
porting to the Board were the engineering consultants, who 
strongly recommended against abandoning the policy of 
requiring all installations to be in accord with the master 
plan prepared for the future. 

On these grounds, the Selectmen who had previously 
felt inclined to support Mr. White felt that they could not 
do so, We agree that it is folly to ignore the legal and 
engineering opinions, regardless of the strong arguments 
for doing so. 

This question, like so many that face the town officials 
and everyone in everyday life, has two sides. Neither can 
be said to be completely correct. It’s a matter of weighing 
the advantages and disadvantages and making a decision. 

Unfortunately, in official or private life, decisions can 
hardly ever be taken without some post-decision wonder- 
ing whether the action was the most sensible one. But 
without additional facts, not repetitions of the same argu- 
ments, it seems a waste of time to reconsider the issues. 


Plan Now To Avoid Confusion 


It’s quite apparent from the prediction of school enroll- 
ment 10 years from now that relatively prompt action must 
be taken to provide additional facilities in the West An- 
dover area, 

The indicated that the growth in school 
population will be moderate — something that the alarmists 
in the community will hate to admit. But all the same, it 
is apparent from mere visual observation that West An- 
dover will be the location of much of the growth that is 
anticipated. 

It would be senseless to postpone action that must be 
taken eventually. The West School already is using its 
library as a classroom and will not be
